NEWS FROM THE DANISH CHURCH 


Merry Christmas and a Happy 
New year from the Danish Church 
to all who in any way have been 
in contact with the Danish Church 
in the last year and to all others 
who are welcome to get in contact 
with uns in the coming, year. 

That many have been in contact 
with the Danish Church could be 
seen from the pastor’s report at 
the annual meeting November 24th. 

From November 1, 1966 to Nov- 
1, 1967 we have had 39 Danish 
Services (29 the year before) with 
2530 attendants i.ie an average of 
65 to each service (the year before 
55). In the same period we have 
had 24 English services (26 the 
year before) with 1120 attendants 
i.e. an everage of 47 (the year be¬ 
fore 42). The congregation has 
now 242 members over 18 years as 
against 460 a year ago. We send 
the church bulletin to about 560 
addresses against 460 a year ago. 
There have been 33 baptisms (31 
in 1966), 9 weddings (9 in 1966), 
20 children have been confirmed 
(14 in 1966) and 4 men have been 
buried from the Danish Church. 


They were Jens Clemenson, Einar 
Nielsen, Albert Wilhelm Nelson and 
Elmer Jensen. In the same period, 
from November to November we 
have had 87 meeting arrangements.

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EDITORIAL 

SCANDINAVIAN CENTRE EXPANSION 

The Board of Directors of the Scandinavian Centre 
has appointed three directors to form a Planning 
Committee. These three directors are to proceed with 
the expansion directives issued at the Shareholders 
Meeting held last February. The members of this 
Planning Committee are — Mr. Anders Anderson, 
Chairman, senior engineer with Gamma Engineering 
Ltd., Edmonton; Mr. Sigurd Sorenson, owner of Sor¬ 
enson Assurance Service Ltd., Edmonton and direct¬ 
or of the new Centennial Building; Mr. Werner Lar¬ 
son, Maintenance Supervisor of the University of 
Alberta. 

The Planning Committee are studying the possib¬ 
ilities of a “Scandinavian Village” which would in¬ 
clude such commercial enterprises as indoor-outdoor 
door dining and dancing facilities, a restaurant or 
coffee shop operated by the Scandinavian ladies group 
to serve typical Scandinavian open-face sandwiches 
and delicious pastries. They are also considering the 
possibilities of offices for Scandinavian and other 
business men, as well as a Scandinavian products 
import shop. 

The “Scandinavian Village” idea was conceived so 
the members could have their gymnasium, swim¬ 
ming pool, bowling lanes, sauna bath, library, relax¬ 
ation area, and a room with the historic collection and 
personal stories of Scandinavian ancestors. 

The large auditorium and increased kitchen facili¬ 
ties will not be forgotten. We know that Mrs. Si- 
vertsen and her ladies have needed this kitchen for 
their lutefisk suppers for many years before the Scan¬ 
dinavian Centre was built. 

The Board of Directors feel this development can 
only he realized by incorporation of the suggested 
commercial ventures to supplement the present source 
of income. 

The Planning Committee cannot outline all the re¬ 
quirements alone. They invite all members of the 
Scandinavian Centre to bring forth their ideas, either 
in writing or by sketches. What are your wishes? 
How much room do you need? Your wishes must be 
known before the Committee can approach the de¬ 
signer to create the complex you visualize. 

There is also the financial aspect! To raise money 
for this expansion the Planning Committee proposes 
to sell 100-dollar interest bearing loan certificates to 
present shareholders, as well as selling shares to those 
who have not yet bought any. There are presently 
some 30,000 Scandinavians living in Edmonton. If 
only half of them each purchase one debenture, this 
project would realize 1.5 million dollars. But we 
must pitch in. We welcome any other financing sug¬ 
gestions. 

Canada is entering its second century. We must 
look to the future and we must do this together as a 
team. Let your Planning Committee hear from you.

REST-HOME BLAZE KILLS 
ELDERLY MAN 

VANCOUVER — Fire in a rest 
home for the aged in South Van¬ 
couver killed one man. 

Fourteen persons were sent to 
hopsital, most of them suffering 
smoke inhalation. Heroic action by 
firemen was credited with saving 
lives. 

The blaze, in the Finnish-Canad- 
ian Rest Home at 2288 Harrison Dr., 
started in one of 20 rooms on the 
lower of two storeys in the east 
wing of the main building. 

Firemen said the fire started in 
a mattress and quickly destroyed 
two private bedrooms before being 
extinguished. 

The dead man was found lying 
on the floor on the storey above the 
burned-out suites. It is believed 
he was trying to help evacuate 56 
people into pouring rain. 

His name was not released. 

The building is one of four mod¬ 
ern complexes that house 156 per¬ 
sons ranging in age from 60 to 92. 
Damage was confined to one build¬ 
ing.

The first party of 402 Icelanders 
arrived in Quebec in July, 1873; 48 
said they wanted to settle in Nova 
Scotia. 

However, the Nova Scotian im¬ 
migration agent, persuaded them to 
continue to Ontario with the rest 
of the party. 

Their first settlement was in the

Muskoka lakes district of Ontario, 
now famous for its summer colonies, 
but the Icelanders were not happy 
there. 

In 1875 Reverand John Taylor 
guided a small party to Manitoba to 
search for more suitable territory, 
and they decided on Willow Point, 
where there was a broad bay and 
white sand beaches. 

The first large party of 285 set¬ 
tlers arrived on October 11, travel¬ 
ling in flat boats down the Red 
River, and across Lake Winnipeg. 
When they saw their new homeland 
they called it Gimli, Icelandic for 
“Paradise”. 

It was far from a paradise for 
several years. The settlers had 
spent all their money, and had only 
a few tools. They had to wrestle 
the wilderness for existence while 
they built homes and grew food. 
Fortunately they were able to take 
up former trades as fisherman and 
wood cutters. 

Despite the hardships, including 
an epidemic of smallpox, they made 
great progress. One of their un¬ 
usual abilities was learning to speak 
English. Within six months many 
of the Icelanders could speak the 
new language without a trace of 
accent. They were also very keen 
about education, and brought many 
books with them. It was consider¬ 
ed important for their children to 
go to school, and a heritage of their 
settlement is a Department of Ice¬ 
landic Studies at the University of 
Manitoba.

HOLIDAY PLANTS 

Plants frequently given as holiday 
gifts, such as the azalea and poin- 
settia, can bloom for weeks if they 
receive proper care. In general, 
they should be kept in a cool room 
with plenty of sunlight and moder¬ 
ate humidity. A humid atmosphere 
can be supplied by putting pots in 
a tray of gravel, spagnum moss or 
peat moss that is kept moist. The 
air surrounding the plant will con¬ 
tain moisture due to water evapora¬ 
tion. Soil should be checked every 
two days. If it looks of feels dry, 
the plant needs watering. However, 
it is importantno t to water too often 
or root rot may occur. Never wat¬ 
er so heavily that plants remain in 
a. dish of water for more than half 
a day. Since it is difficult for most 
of these plants to bloom again with¬ 
out extensive care, consider them 
to be long-lasting cut flowers to be 
discarded after blooming. Specific 
care advice for favorite holiday 
plants include: 

AZALEA 

The colorful flowers of this plant 
lasts longer than those of many 
other holiday plants. They bloom 
best if kept at 55 to 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Depending on the a- 
mount of moisture in the air, the 
plant may need watering once or 
twice a day. Keep it in indirect 
sunlight. Always remove faded 
flowers. 

CHRISTMAS BEGONIA 

This beautiful holiday plant is 
one of the most difficult to grow. 
Daytime temperature of 65 to 70 
degrees suits it best. At night, move 
it to a cooler location (55 to 60 
degrees). The plant requires direct 
sunlight in a moderate humid room. 
Keep soil moist and well drained. 
Don’t wet foliage when watering. 

CHRISTMAS CACTUS 

A flowering cactus, it is extreme¬ 
ly sensitive to light and temperature 
changes. A 60 degree night temp¬ 
erature and 65 to 70 degrees dur¬ 
ing the day are best. Water enough 
to keep stem from shrivelling. 

CHRYSANTHEMUM 

Maintaining a temperature of 60 
to 70 degrees, watering frequently 
(as often as five times a week) and 
placing it in direct sunlight can en¬ 
able this plant to flower for at least 
three weeks. 

CYCLAMEN 

The coolest spot in the house— 
50 to 55 degrees and an abundance 
of indirect sunlight is needed to 
preserve the flowers of this plant. 
Check the soil for dryness three 
times a week. Do not overwater 
Water from below so that water 
does not get into the crown because 
it may cause the flower shoots and 
leaves to decay. 

JERUSALEM CHERRY 

This plant does best in cool tem¬ 
peratures (50 to 60 degrees), dir¬ 
ect sunlight and moderate humidity. 
Keep it away from drafts and allow 
the soil to be fairly dry before wat¬ 
ering. 

KALANCHOE 

The brightly colored flowers of 
this plant will not fade for several 
weeks if kept in a daytime temper¬ 
ature of 70 degrees and 50 to 55 
degrees at night. Keep the soil a 
little dry and avoid drafts. 


in the realm of Scandinavian 
folklore, the story of Lucia is one 
of the most colorful and idyllic. Out 
of the story has come an annual cel¬ 
ebration which is one of the most 
popular in Sweden. 

December 13 is the Day of Santa 
Lucia, the Queen of Light. Early 
in the morning families all over 
Sweden are pleasantly awakened by 
a “Lucia”, usually the oldest dau¬ 
ghter of the family, singing an an¬ 
cient song, “Santa Lucia”. She is 
dressed in white robe and wears a 
crown of greens and lighted candles. 
She serves each member of the fam¬ 
ily coffee, “lussekatter”, and cook¬ 
ies. 

Now the celebration has been ex¬ 
tended into offices, factories, schools 
hotels and elsewhere, with a lovely 
girl wearing the crown of lights and 
serving the food. 

Today the Lucia tradition has also 
developed into a community festival 
and each Swedish city elects its own 
Lucia. The biggest public celebra¬ 
tion takes place in Stockholm where 
hundreds of girls compete for the 
honor of becoming the “Stockholm 
Lucia”. In the evening of Decem¬ 
ber 13, the “Stockholm Lucia” and 
her attendants ride through the 
streets of the Swedish capital in 
gaily decorated carriages. The col¬ 
orful parade makes its way to Stock¬ 
holm’s famous City Hall where a 
banquet is held with many disting¬ 
uished guests in attendance. 

The Lucia legend is traced to 
Syracuse in Sicily where Lucia was 
born of noble parentage and raised 
in the Christian faith. While still 
a very young woman she secretly 
vowed to dedicate her life to God 
and to distribute her wealth among 
the poori"~ Unaware of this, her mo¬ 
ther sought to marry her to a pagan 
of important family and great 
wealth. Lucia refused and thus was 
forced to reveal her vow. The un¬ 
sympathetic suitor had Lucia brought 
to trial as a Christian. She was 
accused of witchcraft and died a 
martyr’s death at the stake on Dec¬ 
ember 13, 309 A.D. Later legends 
tell that Lucia’s eyes were put out 
during her persecution, but that 
they were miraculously restored. 

This incident, coupled with her 
name which means light, establish¬ 
ed Lucia as the patron saint of all 
those with afflicted eyes. She is al¬ 
ways portrayed surrounded with glo¬ 
wing celestial lights. 

The legend becomes linked with 
Sweden because Lucia’s Feast Day 
is the 13th of December, once the 
shortest day of the year. Further 
development of the tradition in 
Sweden came as the result of a fa¬ 
mine and great poverty in the pro¬ 
vince of Varmland. When the sit¬ 
uation was at its worst a large white 
vessel appeared on Lake Vanern, 


POINSETTIA 

In temperatures of 60 to 70 
degrees red poinsettias may retain 
their color four to six weeks and 
white poinsettias for two months. 
This plant cannot withstand sudden 
temperature changes or drafts. Keep 
it in direct sunlight and avoid wat¬ 
ering too frequently. 


and at its helm stood a beautiful 
maiden in a gleaming white robe 
with her head encircled in a crown 
of radiant beams. As the vessel 
touched the shore, large quantities 
of food and clothing appeared. 
When everyone had been cared for, 
the ship disappeared as quickly as 
it had come. 

The date of December 13 as the 
shortest day of the year may be con¬ 
fusing since December 22 is the 
Winter Solstice. 

However when the Lucia tradition 
originated in Sweden, the old Jul¬ 
ian calendar was still in effect’ and 
in this calendar December 13 was 
the Winter Solstice. In 1753 Swe¬ 
den adopted the present Gregorian 
calendar, but the return of light is 
still celebrated on the original date. 

LUSSEKATTER 

V 2 tsp saffron 

1 C lukewarm cream or milk 

2 packages of active dry yeast 

1/3 C sugar 

1 egg beaten 

Vz C melted butter 

Vz C raisins 

4 C sifted all-purpose flour 
Vz tsp salt 

Dry saffron a few minutes in a 
very low oven temperature. Crush 
until powdery. Spoon 1 tablespoon 
of warm cream or milk over saffron 
and let it stand a few minutes. 

Dissolve yeast in remaining cream 
or milk; add sugar, salt, egg, butter, 
raisins, dissolved saffron and half of 
flour. Beat until well blended, then 
gradually add more flour until dough 
is smooth and not too firm. 

Turn dough out onto floured sur¬ 
face and knead for 10 minutes. 

Place dough in a buttered bowl, 
turning the dough over so that it 
will be greased on all sides. Cover 
with towel and let rise in a warm 
place until double in bulk (about 
1 Vz hours). 

Punch down the dough, knead 
lightly. Flour hands and shape the 
buns. Pinch off small pieces of 
dough and roll out on floured sur¬ 
face into 7-inch long strips. ’ Pinch 
two strips together in the centre; 
curl in each end. Stick a raisin in 
each curl.

Place buns on buttered cookie 
sheet. Cover; let rise for about 
45 minutes. 

Brush buns with beaten egg. 

Bake in hot oven (400 degrees) 
10-15 minutes 

Makes about 20 buns.
